them, In ſhorte ſpace his fame filled both the 
Realmes: ſo they that had like cauſes as hee 
had, and not vnlike loue to their Countrie, 
gathering together, ſwarmzd to him from all 


partes, and within fewemoneths hee amaſſed 
an indifferent armie. Noblemen for feare or 


laſhneſſe lying ſtill, VAL IL ACE was proclai- 
med Gouernour, and as Lieutenant for BAT- 
L 10 II, commanded as lawfull Magiſtrate. 
Hee tooke not this name of pride, or of deſire 


to Empire, but onelie (like another S Aus 


vpon compaſſion and loue of his Countrie-peo- 
ple. After this hee eſſayed with open force, 
tooke many Caſtells, (either not ſufficiently Þ 
furniſhed, or not well guarded, or negligentlie 
kept) and raiſed them. His men of warre⸗ 
mindes were ſo confirmed, that vnder his con- 
duct they feared no perill, for that his harde- 
ment lacked neuer wiſdome, nor his wiſdome | 
the wiſhed euent. So in ſhorte ſpace hee wanne 
all the Fortes that Engliſhmen poſſeſſed beyond 
Forth, King EDwarp hearing theſe ru- 
mours, and hauing all his armie with him in 
France, hee wrote to HENRIEB PERS1 E, 
Lord of Northumberland, and to WII IIAM 
LAr TIME, to raiſe quickly Forces out of the 
next adjacent Countries, and joyne them- 
ſelues with (refinghame , to ſuppreſſe the Scots:

'ALLACE in this time beſieged the Caſtell 
pf Cowper in Fifa, to the ende his men of warte 


Should not bee idle, attending the comming 
of the Engliſh armie : his enemies nowe com- 


ning necre marched directly to Striuiling, (the 


Riuer of Forth hath no fourdes at Striuiling) yet 
there was a woodden bridge, ouer the which 
ce feng ame paſt with the greater parte of his 

Zarmie : the reſt fo:lowing ſo thicke, (the bridge 

beeing ouer-burthened with ſo huge a weght) 
brake in pieces. The Scots charged theſe that 
" FF were paſt , before they could be arrayed, flew 
their Leader, droue backe the reſt in the water, 
vith ſo huge a ſlaughter, that almoſt the whole 
were either flaine by the enemie, or drowned in 
the Riuer. Wallace after this ſo followed his 
| 7 Fortoun, that he left not an Engliſhman in Scat- 
land, except priſoners. This victorie was obtained 
g ypon the Ids of September, 1 297. yeeres, 


Hereafter followed great famine for not manu- 
ring of the ground, and peſt followed hunger: 
whereof greater deſtruction was feared. than 
of the warre. WALLACE to remeadie this 


3 as well as hee might, charged all fenſible men, 


to come vnto him at à certaine daye, and 
caried them with him to ENGLAND, where 
living in Winter in their cnemies lands, they 
ſpared Viuers at home, where hee remai- 
ned from the Kalends of November , vnto 
the Kalends of Febtuarie, and no man durſt 
match him , and then hauing enriched 
themfclues with their enemies ſpoyles, re- 
turned with great glorie, As this Tourney ' 
augmented WALITA CES fame and authoritie

among the people: ſo it increaſed the Noble! 
- mens enuie againſt him, whereof Edward beeing 
priute, ſetting things in France in order, as time 
would permit, leauing his olde fou'dizrs beyond 
ſea, amaſsing a very great army vpon the ſudden, 
of Nouices, hee marched towardes Scotland: bur 
whe in the plain of Stanemoore both armies ſtood 
in order of battell, about halfe a myle frõ other, 
Edward vieuing W.dlaces hoſte, his ill and order 
of battell,albeit he had a greater namber of peo- 
e, yet durſt he not hazard (returning his ſtan- 
derds)ſoſtly retited : but Wallace for feare of am- 
buſhment durſt not followe. This victorie obtai- p 
ned without bl 50d, againſt a moſt potent King. 
The enemies of Vallace more ſharpely aſſaulted | 
him, raiſing brutes through the Counttie, that be 
openly ſhot at the Kingdome. So they conclude, 3 
by all meanes to ſubuert Wallaces authoritie, | 
Theſe deuiſes not ynknowne to King Edward, he 
raiſed a great armie of Engliſh and Scottiſh, who 
had remained conſtant in their promiſe made to 
him, the next ſummer came vnto Falk;zk, which | 
village is builded y on the very ruines of Scueru 
wall, diſtant from Striuiliug ſixe myles.The Scot:
